GOETHE’S “FAUST” IN YIDDISH 
By JACOB SONNTAG 


ITH the memories of Nazism 
fresh in our minds, and the 
threat of its revival hangin 

like a shadow over the remnants of 

European Jews, we cannot be expected 

to join wholeheartedly in the celebra- 

tions of the Bicentenary of Goethe's 
birth. But it may be fitting to recall 
that there is in existence a translation 
into Yiddish of Goethe's greatest work, 

“ Faust.” which was completed 15 
cars ago, in 1934, one year after 
ither's rise to power. 

Parts of the translation were pub- 
lished for the first time in 1937, in a 
Yiddish literary magazine in Moscow. 

The author of the translation is a 
Yiddish poet, Ezra Finninberg, who 
died two years ago in Moscow. He 
worked on it for 10 years. 

The difficulties of translating this 
greatest of Goethe's works into any 
other language must be enormous. They 
are. not less, but to some extent even 
greater, when it is a question of transia- 
tion into Yiddish, where the danger of 
taking m a great deal of pure Ger- 
manisms might lead to the distorting 
of the original. Finninberg avoided 
that danger. He succeeded in reshaping 
(,oethe s verses into a pure and popu- 
lar Yiddish, and vet maintaining the 
profundity and perfection of the 
original 


Unexpected Filects 
Where scene and subject lent them- 
selves to introducing clements of Yid- 
dish idiom and folklore (in the popular 
scenes), of rabbinical reasoning and re- 
flections (in the monologues of Faust). 
of Biblical solemnity (the Choir of the 
Angels in Heaven). or of mystical Cab- 
balistics (in the cxorcism of the evil 
spirits), Finninberg made full use of it. 
Here he achieved unexpected effccts 
by a combination of resemblance and 
re-creation. Pure heights of tvricism, 
displaying the richness and flexibility 
of the Yiddish. language, are manifest 
in other passages 
Ihe following are a few illustrations - 
the Yiddish text is given in Laten trans- 
ciiption, using the Lithvaman pro- 
nunciation, For a fuller understanding 
and appreciation, « would be necessary

STILL LEARNING 


Before he left for Edinburgh at the 
week-end to conduct at the big Festival 
there. | had the opportunity of a chat 
with Ernest Bloch, the famous composer 
whose “solo” concert is to be held at 
the Albert Hall on Thursday, October 13, 
under the jormt auspices of the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra. and this news- 
paper. Besides being composer and con- 
ductor, he ws himself a violinist—and, 
above all, he is the continually questing 
student. He told me, for instance, of 
how. while teaching music at the Univer- 
sity of California many years ago, he 
changed completely his ideas on counter- 
point, in which he felt he had been work- 
ing on wrong hnes, and went right back 
to the beginning agai in his own studies. 
His class reorentated itself to his new 
scheme. and were even jomed, as an 
enthusiastic student. when the news 
reached him of Bloch’s mnovations, by 
the conductor of a famous symphony 
orchestra 

a most entertaining 
conversationist. full of amusing anec- 
dotes. I liked one especially of his visit in 
the 1920's to conduct a concert in the 
littl town of Santa Fe, New Mexico. 
It ss only a tiny place, and even to-day 
is reckoned to have not many more 
than 100 Jews among its population. In 
those days. however, Bloch did not 
expect to find any Jews there at all. 
He went into the local big stores and 
chatted with the proprictor, whom he 
questioned about his. as he thought, Red 
Indian ancestors. The proprietor. gently 
corrected him and. pointed out that he 
was a Jew Bloch further discovered 
that the local doctor was also a Jew, and; 
pursuing the natural trend in a. talk 
between Jews, he asked if there was a 
local minyan. “Oh ves.” said the store- 
keeper. “we are allowed the use of a 
room in the local City Hall for prayers.” 
‘That's very nice of the. Mayor. isn’t 
it? Bloch remarked. “ Sure.” replied 
the storekeeper. “ he’s a Jew. too’ ”

STILL LEARNING 


Before he left for Edinburgh at the 
week-end to conduct at the big Festival 
there. | had the opportunity of a chat 
with Ernest Bloch. the famous composer 
whose “solo concert is to be held at 
the Albert Hall on Thursday, October 13, 
under the joint auspices of the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra and this news- 
paper. Besides bering composer and con- 
ductor. he ts himself a violinist—and, 
above all, he is the continually questing 
student. He told me, for instance, of 
how. while teaching music at the Univer- 
sity of Califorma many years ago, he 
changed completely bis ideas on counter- 
point, in which he felt he had been work- 
ing on wrong lines, and went nght back 
to the beginning again in his own studies 
His class reorentated itself to his new 
scheme, and were even jomed, as an 
enthusiastic student. when the news 
reached him of Bloch’s innovations, by 
the conductor of a famous symphony 
“orchestra 


Frnest Bloch is a most entertaining 
conversationist, full of amusing anecc- 


dotes, 1 liked one especially of his visit in 
the 1920's to conduct a concert in. the 
littl town of Santa Fe, New Mexico. 
It is only a-tiny place, and even to-day 
is reckoned to have not many more 
than 100 Jews among its population. In 
those days, however. Bloch did not 
expect to find any Jews there at all. 
He went into the local big stores and 
chatted with the proprictor, whom he 
questioned about his. as he thought, Red 
Indian ancestors. The proprietor gently 
corrected him and pointed out that he 
was a Jew Bloch further discovered 
that the loca! doctor was also a Jew, and. 
pursuing the .natural trend in talk 
between Jews, he asked if there was a 
local minvan. “Oh ves,” said the store- 
keeper. “we are allowed the use of a 
room in the loca! City Hall for prayers.” 
“ That's very nice of the Mayor, isn’t 
it?” Bloch remarked. “ Sure.” replied 
the storekeeper,“ he’s a Jew. too!

ISRAEL IMMIGRANTS 


An Immigration Absorption Tax, 
the proceeds of which will be used

Commenting cn the approval, Sirry 
Pasha said that the imvitations for 
the meeting did not emanate from the 
Feypran Government, but from the 
United Nations headquarters at Lake

No Egyptian Visas 

“The Egyptian Government has 
refused to affix visas to the passports of 
the Isracl representatives, who will be 
the bearers of United Nations identity 
cards.” he declared. 

According to political observers in 
Egymt, the Cabinet was splu over the 
question of approving Israel's participa- 
ton.

Truman acted. He unfokded the Econ- 
omic Survey Group, which is a new 
name for the McGhee Plan. But he was 
too late. Zaim had been executed, Eaypt 
felt herself isolated once more and wu 
drew her offer of collaboration. She 
once more adopted a policy of catreme 
intransigence. 

No further progress at Lausanne is 
now possible. The next Assembly is 
already casting its shadow ahead and the 
Arab delegations have begun talking 
wih an cye on the Assembly rather than 
on the Commission. It is sill uncertain, 
however, how much will be discussed 
by the Assembly. 

The Jerusalem report has, however, 
been already dispatched and will cer- 
tainly be debated by the Assembly. Its 
present features can be summed up as 
creating de facto partition and de jure 
internationalisation. It will enable the 
establishmem of an interim régime 
acceptable to both sides without prejudic- 
ing the ultimate solution. 


Best Possible Compromise 


As there is no chance of the Assem- 
bly approving outright partition under 
Issac! and Jordanian sovereignty, this 
is considered here as the best possible 
compromise which only the extremists 
in Israel and Jordan will reject. 

Sovereignty will be lodged the 
Municipal Councils of the Jewish and 
Arab areas with the U.N. Commissioner 
as the ultimate authority. 

The Commission fee! that much will 
depend on the choice of Commissioner 
and the way he manages to ensure the 
right of free access. If properly 
handied. this may’ become the way in 
which Jerusalem's economic life can be 
restored It should be popular with 
Jerusalem's business communities both 
in the New and the Old City. 

The Commission and those who 
observed its work this past four months 
argue, therefore, wuh some justification. 
that the Lausanne talks cannot simply 
be written off as a failure. Consider- 
able progress has been acheved. 

Thus, the basis of a temporary scitic- 
ment for Jerusalem has been provided. 
The wide gap of the solution of the 
refugee problem has been narrowed 
almost to the point of agreement. Only 
the territorial issue is. sll. wide open, 


though even here it is noted that the 
Arabs have expressed willingness to 
negotiate on frontiers other than those 
extraordinary lines which they drew in 
their memorandum to the Commission 
on Monday lasi—which would take the 
entire Galilee, the entire Negev, the 
route to Jerusalem, Jerusalem itself and 
Jaffa from Israel. 

What is admitted now is that the 
earlier schedules were too optimistic. A 
conference such as that at Lausanne may 
take years, not months, and it would 
be unreasonable to expect anything else. 
This may be true, though must be 
admitted that the Commission and all 
the parties seem to have been interesied 
in prolonging negotiations rather than 
shortening them. . 

The position now is that new Economic 
Survey Group under Mr. Gordon Clapp 
will take the initiative for the time being 
out of the hands of the Commission. 

Whether that is a good thing for Isracl 
or not is still being debated. 

The original intention of the Survey 
Group, to be ready to submit a report 
to the forthcoming U.N. Assembly, now 
seems to be impracticable—much to 
Israel's rehef. Israe) still wants a 
negotiated peace, not one imposed by 
the Assembly. 


Government Nervous of Opposition 


Finally, one of Israel's chief diffi- 
culties, as revealed here, has been the 
Governmenis nervousness about opposi- 
tion opinion at home, which has fre- 
quently frustrated efforts by the delega- 
non here. lt appears, however, that the 
Cherut party is rapidly disintegrating. 
Differences have arisen mm the leadership 
between Beigin, Bergson, and Jabotin- 
sky, and the Government is no longer so 
concerned about opposition from this 
quarter. 

But Mapam appears to be gaming 
ground among labour generally and has 
still great support from the Army and 
the Army commanders. Only its con- 
tinued eastern orientation still keeps 
many people from supporting it who 
sympathise with Mapam's domestic pro- 
gramme. 

In fact, Israel's main foreign policy 
weakness, as demonstrated here, is that 
its. delegation cannot speak with the 
country’s united voice. This has cost

Government to Co-operate

has begun the preparation of material 
to be made available to the Commission 

The establishment of the ¢ ommiss1on 
was gencrally welcomed here by both 
Foreign Office circles and the Press. 
especially as the Chairman is Mr. Gor- 
don Clapp, who is well known for his 
work as head of the Tennessee Valicy 
Authority 

Forcign Office circles here believe that 
the decision to establish the Survey Com- 
mission is connected with the recentiv- 
reached British-American understanding 
that the Palestine problem is not the 
only grave Middle East problem that the 
Western Powers must solve if that area 


is to be made secure againss Communist 
penetration. 

Only. the extreme Left-wing Israel 
papers have croicised the setting up of 
the Commission. which they suggest is 
a new device to bring about Angl- 
American contro! of the Middle East. 

In communicating to the U.N. Secre- 
tariat its decision to establish the Econo- 
mic Commission, the Concihation Com- 
mission also stated that un had decided 
io appoint a U.N. representative for 
Jerusalem as. provided for by the 
General Assembly resolution of Decem- 
ber last 

The Government apparently intends to 
recognise the United Nations officer as 
an observer, Dut will not accept any 
advice or intervention on his part in con- 
nection with the administration — of 
Jewish Jerusalem

IN ISRAEL 
Cordial Frontier Relation

The first tourists to cross the |] 


Lebanese frontier arrived in Haifa from 
the Lebanon on Monday. They were two 


Mexican couples from Beirur ang an 
Arab-French citizen who passed through 
the check-point at Ras dl Nakere in 
Lebanese-registered car. 

These are the first people legally i» 
cross from Arab countries into Iwag 
an unofficial capacity. 

On the other hand, the entry into the 
Lebanon of Jews with Israc! passporys 
still strictly forbidden. 

Nevertheless, both illegal trade and 
illegal entries into South Lebanos 
both of which are becoming intensified 
are discreetly tolerated, if not encouraged 
by the authorities, since thousands of 
Lebanese earn ther living in this way, 

The most cordial relations obtain » 
the border regions between Israclis ang 
Lebanese, and there is free interchange of 
goods, and co-operation in harvesting 
and irrigation. The Southern Lebanese 
sells to his Israel neighbour eggs. poultry 
and meat, and works with him. The 
Israel pound is the principal medium of 
exchange in these regions. 

The of persons maintains 
steady tempo. In the main, the sea rout 
is used to Nahariya. Last week. a partyof 
seven people was stopped by the Lebanes 
police.

Government and the police of kidnap 
ping and killing Abu Ghosh, who wasa

Abu Ghosh and a number of his vi 
lagers co-operated with the Stern Gang 
during the final period of the Mandate 
They stayed in Israel when the villager 
around Jerusalem fled, theirs be.ng the 
only Arab village in the Jerusalem d» 
trict which remaimed inhabiicd 

Abu Ghosh was arresicd with mos 
of the leading members of the Sten 
Gang, after the murder of .Count Berne 
dotte. The Israel authorities then 
appointed a new head of this village 
Since his release. Abu Ghosh had been 
continually at loggerheads with the new 
head of the village. 

At the beginning of the month, du- 
ing a quarrel, Abu Ghosh stabbed iis 
rival and was arrested. Later, he was 
released on bail of £1.000, and ds 
appeared 

According to the Fighters Party, Aw 
Ghosh the head man because 
believed that the latter intended to hie 
nap him and hand him over to the Ard 
Legion The “Fighters” also stated 
that the Government wanted to get 
of a pro-Stern Gang Arab leader.

Nazi Aid for Catholics ? 
From our Correspendent—V \ENNA 


The Right-wing Catholic People’s 
Party—ihe main political group in 
Austria—which held 85 of the 165 seats 
in the outgoing Parliament, is intensify- 
ing its campaign to obtain the suppori 
of the considerable Nazi element in the 
general elections scheduled for October. 

Under the leadership of Dr. Leopold 
Figi, the Chancellor, the People’s Party 
is not only attacking the smal] Com- 
munist element, but also the powerful 
Socialist Party, which held 76 seais in 
the first post-war Parliament. The 
Catholics hope to gain the support of 
the many neo-Nazi groups under the 


slogan of “a common front against 
Marxism." 

Negotiations between the People's 
Party and former Nazi leaders have been 
going on for some time, These 
approaches, coupled with the recen 
release of many war criminals, have 


encouraged the Nazis to become more 


violent im their anti-Semui propaganda 
and attacks on Jews at clection meetings 
are a common occurrence. 

At one mecting in Graz, Ing Vogrin. 
a former Reichswehr officer, declared 
that the nation would not rest until “ all 
former inmates of the concentration 
camps are beaten to death.” 

Meanwhile, two neo-Nazi newspapers 
in Austria have been suspended by the 
Allied Control Commission. They were 
the.

Mr. Gordon R. Clapp, Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Tennesse 
Valley Authority, has been appointed by

TEN YEARS AFTER 


YESTERDAY marked the 10th anniversary 
of the infamous German attack on Poland, 
which was followed two days later, when 
remonstrance failed, by Britain's declara- 
tion of war on Nazi Germany. No one 
who heard it will casily forget the broad- 
cast to the nation by the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Nevitte on the morn- 
ing of Sunday, September 3. 1939. Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN was forced to acknowledge 
the failure of his policy of appease- 
ment, and he concluded his speech in 
ever memorable words: “Now may God 
bless you all. May He defend the right. It 
is the evil things that we shall be fighting 
against-—brute force. bad fanth, imyustice, 
oppressron, and persecution—and against 
them | am certam that the right will pre- 
vail.” For nearly seven years previously 

ever since the usurpation of power by the 
devilish Nazi régime in January, 1933—its 
chief victims had been Jewish men, women, 
and children. This was not extraordinary, 
since Hitters fiendish anti-Semitism was an 
expression of hws avowed to 
those moral and spiritual values which 
derive from Jewish teaching and the 
Jewish way of life. Yet the non-Jewish 
world remained siow to realise the wider 


_wmpheations of this savage persecution 


of Jewry The menace of Hitlerism to 
everything connoted by religion and civilisa- 
tion dawned but slowly upon the Christian 
Otherwise this pagan dictator 
would never have been able to enforce his 
IMquitous rule over so many ol his fellows, 
and to extend his wicked despotism from 
land to land. Because of this, initial blind- 
ness of the lovers of human liberty, the 
struggle against Nazi barbarism which began 
in 1939 had to be waged under desperate 
conditions and in the face of appalling odds 
before victory was achieved 


conse rence 


The outbreak of the war im 1939 occurred 
the week before Rosh Hashana, and in our 
leading article at that time we commented 
“It ws well that Rosh Hashana comes to us 
so soon after the joining of the great struggle, 
to sustain us m Our courage and brace us 
with the hope of a better day and the final 
tnumph of God and the mght.”. It was im- 
possible, of course, not to be conscious of 
the increasingly dire penis which threatened 
all European Jewry, and we registered our 
anxiety about what limits would be set to the 
onward sweep of the war, and what the 
future. more or less mmmediate, might hold 
for the Jewries of the Continent. Not then, 
however, could the imagination conceive the 
agonies of the massacres and holocausts 
which destroyed six millions of our brethren. 
Some of those horrors are recalled by the 
evidence (reported on page | of this issue) 
now being given at the trial of Field-Marshal 
VON MAaNSTEIN. Even more terrible at the 
present time-—more than four years after the 
Allied victory——ts the knowledge that Nazism, 
so far from having been destroyed, con- 
tinues its pernicious growth. Recent news 
from Germany gives irrefutable evidence of 
this horrifying fact. Last week, for example, 
we recorded that the publisher of STREICHER'S 
infamous Der STUPBRMER is among former 
Nazi publishers who will now be again at 
liberty to issue anti-Semitic mewspapers. 
Several items in our current issue throw a 
ghastly light upon the workings of this re- 
vived Nazism. No less surely than im the 
years preceding 1939, manifestations of 
German anti-Semitism indicate a growth of 
those evil forces which inevitably lead to 
international conflict. Although overcome 
on the battlefield, these evil forces remain 
unsubdued, continuing to undermine and 
disrupt every efiort that is being made to 


establish security and a lasting peace. The 
devilish strength of Nazism, dimly per- 
ceptible to Jews when Hitler's hordes 
invaded Poland in September, 1939, mani- 
fested itself in the ghastly tragedies of 
Auschwitz and Maidanek. To-day, although 
beaten and subdued, Germany 1s still strong 
enough and sufficiently important to play 
an insidious réle in helping to set off the 
peoples of the West against the peoples of 
the East—a division which, as recalled at 
the World Jewish Congress Executive meet- 
ing in Paris this week, also unfortunately 
embroils the Jewish people. 


In every respect, these ten years have been 
the most momentous in the history of man- 
kind, and tragedy after tragedy has piled up 
across the world in hitherto undreamt-of pro- 
portions. Yet our retrospect cannot end on a 
note of pessimism. Guided by his age-old 
religious and historical experiences, the Jew is 
better able than most men to view passing 
events in their true perspective, and to set them 
against the background of eternity. Sur- 
veying the happenings of the past ten years, 
we must take into account the good no less 
than the evil. Who can fail to recognise 
that years of agony have terminated in the 
crowning mercies of Providence, and that 
an Almighty Hand has been stretched out 
to save the remnant of an only nation? In 
the religious calendar, these weeks between 
the Fast of Ab and the New Year bid us 
be of good cheer and to look forward with 
confidence, The Fast which commemorates 
the Destruction of the Temple is followed 
by seven Sabbaths on which the special 
Prophetic Readings comprise the Haftaras 
of Consolation” foretelling the Restoration 
to Zion. In the Reading appointed tor to- 
morrow, the ancient Prophet utters a mes- 
sage of hope and encouragement which 
reflects the deepest yearnings of this present 
hour. The faith which. inspires this post-war 
generation could not be more exquisitely 
expressed than in the Haftaras concluding 
words: “For a small moment have | for- 
saken thee: but with great compassion will 
] gather thee. In a little wrath I hid My 
face from thee for a moment, but with ever- 
lasting kindness will | have compassion on 
thee, saith the Lord thy Redeemer. For this’ 
is as the waters of Noah unto Me; for as I 
have sworn that the waters of Noah should 
no more go over the earth, so have I sworn 
that I would not be wrath with thee, nor 
rebuke thee. For the mountains may depart, 
and the hills be removed , but My kindness 
shall not depart from thee, neither shall My 
covenant of peace be removed, saith the 
Lord that hath compassion on thee.” 


PARTITION 


Many of our migrating ministers, in their 
acceptance of appointments overseas, are 
settling in South Africa. Rabbi Harris 
Swirt. who has accepted a “call” to be- 
come spiritual chief of the United Hebrew 
Congregations of Durban, is but the latest 
in a long list. In the interview with him 
on page 15 of this issue, he mentions that 
he will have three congregations under his 
charge and will also have the duty of paying 
periodical visits to the smaller congrega- 
tions. At least two former ministers from 
this country have already reached the status 
of Chief Rabbis in the sub-continent. Rabbi 
Dr. IsRaet ABRAHAMS left the Great Syna- 
gogue, Manchester, in 1937, to minister to 
the Great Synagogue in Cape Town. A 
recent statement issued by the Cape Beth 
Din announces that Rabbi ABRAHAMS has 
been appointed permanent President of the 
Ecclesiastical Court and that, “as such, 
Professor ABRAHAMS is the spiritual head of 
the Jewish Communities of the Cape, South- 
West Africa, and the Setardi Congregation 
of Salisbury (Southern Rhodesia). In 1945, 
Rabbi Dr. Louis Rasinowirz, of the 
Cricklewood Synagogue, London, received 
a “call” to Johannesburg. It is reported 
that he has now been appointed Chief 
Rabbi of the Transvaal Federation of 
Synagogues, comprising 30 congregations, 
with the likelihood of the inclusion of the 
Orange. Free Staic and Natal.. .Whether.or 
not these announcements have any connec- 


tion with the advent of new ecclesiastical 
leaders from Britain does not appear, 
although the inclusion of Natal in the last- 
mentioned announcement seems to fore- 
shadow some form of conflict, as Durban, 
where Rabbi Harris Swit is going, is most 
certainly in that Province! It may well 
be that the expansion and development of 
Jewish life, reflected in the influx of addi- 
tional religious guides, suggests the desira- 
bility of measures of cohesion and co- 
ordination. What does not seem quite so 
clear, however, is the principle which deter- 
mines this particular bizonal partition. 
There exists a South African Jewish Board 
of Deputies which is the representative 
institution of all South African Jewry. This 
lay organisation suggests the lines along 
which Rabbinical co-operation may also 
develop. The carving out of new, and 
possibly rival, spheres of influence in the 
religious field has obvious dangers, more 
especially at a time when South African 
Jewry is beset by so many grave anxieties. 


COMPULSORY UNITY. 


Or whatever political hue or party, the 
Rumanians have always been noted for 
their inventiveness in forms of oppression 
of Jews. But the news we publish this 
week of a special by-law compelling the 
Ashkenazi, Sefardi, and Orthodox Jewish 
Communities in Bucharest “to merge © into 
one appears to show a reversion to an 
abominable form of medieval intolerance 
which one would hardly have expected of 
the new Rumania, which claims to uphold 
the principles of religious freedom. The 
report does not state what form the new 
community has adopted—whether has 
become Ashkenazi, Sefardi, or Orthodox.- 
All it says is that this has taken place in 
accordance with the new by-law permitting 
the existence of only one Jewish community 
in any given locality. But whatever the 
form, the process can hardly have been a 
voluntary one. It will certainly be taken 
aS One More measure restricting the religious 
freedom of the Jews in Rumania. Obscure. 
too, 1s the reason for this step. Perhaps it 
was due to an idea that the Government 
might find it simpler and more profitable 
to deal with representatives of one com- 
pulsorily “ united ~ community, and in such 
a process the niceties of sectarian difference 
are obviously a luxury not to be afforded. 
Yet knowing something of the situation 
prevailing in Rumania to-day, one is led to 
the suspicion that what might have 
prompted the authorities to introduce this 
by-law was a desire to facilitate the domina- 
tion of those Jews who are Communists 
over these communities—with the thought 
in reserve that perhaps in this way indi- 
vidual communities might in time suffer 
complete liquidation. 


RABBINICAL DIPLOMA 


Our Provincial News recently. included 
an item which has a wider interest than 
that of its immediate setting. It was reported 
that a Rabbinical Diploma had been 
awarded by Rabbi J. Weis, Senior Dayan 
of the Manchester Beth Din, to a local 
Rabbi. There is no suggestion, of course. 
that, in accordance with ancient practice. 
the Rabbi could not examine a candidate 
and give him Hattarat Hora’ah, nor that the 
candidate himself was not worthy of the 
honour. It is only four months ago that 
Rabbi Weis, a distinguished scholar from 
Eastern Europe, was inducted into his office 
at a notable service at the Great Synagogue. 
Manchester. Among those taking part in 
the ceremony were the Chief Rabbi of the 
British Empire, the Chief Rabbi of Eire, and 
the Ab Beth Din of the Sefardi Community. 
At the time, we described the occasion as 
an important event in the religious life of 
Anglo-Jewry. And, naturally, we need 
hardly reiterate that it was. With Rabbi Dr. 
A. ALTMANN, the Communal Rabbi, at its 
head, and with Rabbi Weis as Senior 
Dayan, the Manchester Beth Din had 
assumed a status that was of considerable 
significance. For ‘the largest of our Pro- 
vincial Communities was equipped with an 
Ecclesiastical Court that seemed destined to 
make for strength in Rabbinic leadership. 
It was felt that both in its own sphere and 
through collaboration with the London 
Beth Din, a centralising and unifying in- 
fluence would be brought to bear upon the 
direction of Traditional Judaism through- 
out Britain. One essential need in this 
regard, we have always argued, is the regv- 
lauon under competent authority of the 
bestowal of the Rabbinical Diploma. In 


agreement with this attitude, a scheme {o, 
this purpose was brought into existenc, 
years ago through the efforts of the |x. 
Chief Rabbi, Dr. HERTZ, and it would by, 
unfortunate if the principle of a du! com 
stituted Board of Examiners for the award 
of the Hattarat Hora’ah were to fal) 
abeyance. 


JEWISH CLUBS 


Wuen Jewish clubs are mentioned, the 
reference is usually to institutions for voung 
people. But it is well to be reminded thy) 
many adults also feel a like social need, 
a recent issue Of THE JEWISH CHRON, 
appeared details of the work of iuy 
outstanding Jewish clubs. A letter from 
its Secretary told of the decision of the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club to change its name jo 
Anglo-Israeli Club. So quickly, however, do 
events move nowadays that even that new 
name is now outdated. A recent officia! 
declaration by the Government. of  Israe! 
states that “ Israeli should be used only as, 
noun to describe a citizen of the new State 
and that the correct descriptive adjective 
“Israel.” Doubtless, therefore, it wil! be 
under the name of the Anglo-Israci Clu 
that the famous Jewish club in the-hear: of 
London's West End will continue its admir. 
able activities for the promotion of friend. 
ship and understanding between Creat 
Britain and Israel. In the Provinces. one 
of the best-known institutions of its kind is 
the Cardiff Jewish Club and Institute. which 
has a history of 40 years and a remarkable 
record of achievement. It is. indeed, dis. 
appointing to learn that financial diiicultiée 
threaten the future existence of the Cardiff 


_ club, and we earnestly trust that the neces. 
sary support will be forthcoming to enable 


it to continue its fine record of service to 


the local community. This should be the 


tume for the expansion and increase of such 
clubs. At the meeting called to consider 
the situation in Cardiff, a speaker said that 
it was as essential to have a Jewish club as 
it was to have a synagogue. This plea 
expressed the feeling which has broiight into 
existence the Community Centres movement 
in this and other lands. Sooner or later— 
and the sooner the better—there must be an 
implementing of some such scheme as tha! 
of the United Synagogue, which was recently 


put into cold storage. Meanwhile, the com. 


paratively few Jewish clubs are the pioneers 
of # movement the extension of which 1s 
foreshadowed by present-day needs.

It seems 
a pity, for instance, that the references © 
cathedrals, churches, and chapels could not 
have been extended to include synagogues 
The pamphlet, “ Why Religion? ~ by Pro 
fessor T. E. Jessop, is published by ‘he 
Bureau of Current Affairs, price !s 
This gives an important account of re/igio? 
in general, as well as of Buddhism, |!s!4™. 
Hinduism, and—more especially and sy™pe 
thetuically—of Christianity. Yet there are 
only incidental references to Judaism, which 
is said to have been continued and cor 
pleted by Christianity. The omission of #?) 
separate exposition of Judaism is stated 
be due to the fact that Judaism has remaine 
the faith of one people and never becom 
a “world religion.” If both these pa™ 
lets so inadequately present Judaism. doe 
not a challenge offer itself to us to make 
more widely known and felt the positivé 
contribution of Judaism to the 
needs of the modern world ?

Franz Kafka is surely becoming a 
mystery. The more that is written 
about bim and his work, the more elusive 
does the essential Kafka become. The 
Kafka Problem,” (New York. 1946) 1s an 
ndication of the web of criticism thai 
has entangled a writer difficult enough 
w absorb without the “ Aid: and 
“Keys” that are constanily appearing. 
Max Brod, his most intimate friend and 
iierary executor, would make him a 
Zionist; certain French cruics. follow- 
mg a strictly Stalinist line, see in him 
a counter-revolutionary while for 
Charlies Neider, adopting the Freudian 
approach, Kafka was siceped m seXual 
maladjustment, and his works are only 
rationalisations of his malady. All these 
criticisms seem to miss the subtle 
ambieuities and concentrated sensibility 
of his work—the qualities that transform 
an anarchist or clinical Case into a superb 


; In all Kafka’s aphorisms and narrative 
one rarely finds anything that is pro 
foundly new. The whole direction of 
hs achieverpent is in the way of com- 
prehending im imagery and symbo!s the 
everyday, though. ultimately. INncOMpre- 
hensible human situation. The charac- 
veristic feature of Kafka is not what he 
«yvs—others have said as much and more 
ium natingly—but the medium he 
employs to say it. He does not attemp: 
w censure either man or the world 
beyond man. His aim. is to wring our 
fom his symbolic forms the directness 
and actuality of his agony. and the 
polarity of sheer human existence. Were 
« otherwise, his works would have to be 
considered in the order of theology or 
psycho-analysis or politics, and not. as 
indeed they are, as the creative distitla- 
non of the experience. of despair and 
fear whch dominated Kafka throughouw 
bis life 


Kaleidoscopic Jottings 

Kafka s diaries, unlike the Journals 
of André Gide, do not go far im help 
ng wus understand the personauty and 
work of their author. They are 
generally composed of kaleidox opm 
wines recorded at isolated moments 
iogether with the embryonic structures 
of his three great pieces, “ The Castile,” 
“ The Trial.” and “ America.” It would 
appear that Kafka retreated to his note 
books when he least wanted to record 
anything. The entry for December 25 
i916. reads “ Open the diary only to jul! 
myseit to sleep. But see what happens 
lo be the last entry and could conceive 
of ihousands of identical ones | mighi 
have entered over the past three or four 
vears 

There are many references to maiters 
Jewish in this volume, showing Kafka’s 
interest in the Bible, Chassidism. Zionism. 
the Jewish theatre. Hebrew (the original 
notebooks contained many words and 
Phrases written in Hebrew). and an 
mitism.

THE JEW AT THE UNIVERSITY ' 


ER YONE entering a residentia! 
UNnIVersity sees opening before 
~~ him a new life, a life full of pos- 
sibilities and promise but. as with any 
new life. a life which will present 
many problems, problems which will 

upon him ere he has the chance to 
think Out an answer to them. 

If this is generally true of the 
fresher, how much more so’ in the 
case of the Jewish fresher—and | 
mean the Jewish fresher who is con- 
sciously Jewish, not the multitude of 
freshers “of Jewish birth,” since for 
them the problem has been “ solved.” 

Corporate Existence 

The problem may conveniently be 
classed under the ever-recurring title 
We are told that 
whenever we are confronted with a 
new type of life, we cither rebel 
against it or accept it, and in both 
Cases we assimilate to it, be it partly 
or wholly. English university life is 
something full-bloodedly . English 
Again..university life is essentially a 
corporate existence, this imposes the 
acceptance of an esprit de corps and an 
adaptation to certain ways and tradi- 
ions. Whatever we may say or think. 
Our critics have been partially correct 
when they have alleged, “ your ways 
are not our ways —partially, because 
since the break-up of the ghetto sys- 
tem Jews the world over have assimi- 
lated a pood deal of the character- 
stics of the country in which they 
have been brought up 

Another aspect of university life is 
ts Complete intellectual freedom: it is 
a thousandfold magnification of Hyde 
Park on Sunday; it js the home of 
great ideals and lost causes, and per- 
haps the one thing most universalls 
deprecated. by undergraduates is 
authority Even attendance at lec 
tures is voluntary in most faculties 
Ihe case of Maimonides is one of 
many which might be adduced to show 
that the Jew is not nurtured on intel- 
lectual freedom. The Rabbis forbade 
the study of philosophy untj! a man 
was forty: think of the impact of Vol 
taire and Bertrand Russell, of Spinoza 
and Descartes. on the mind of your 
eighteen-year-old, whether he be 
steeped in frumkeit or Freud; daven- 
ing or dancing. The university spirit 
has always been one of criticism:. the 
Jewish spirit has permitted inquiry 
but has always called for conformity 

So then our young Jew arrives at

the university. The first question he 
has to answer mw also the most difficult: 
~ Am | gomg to take full part m the 
university life?” and as a corollary, 
“Am | gomg to mix with everybody 
and do as they do?” 

Let us imagine that to help him 
answer these questions he takes stock 

though | have suggested above that 
he will not have time to do so. 

What does the university offer ’ 
Obviously i a place to study im, and 
here the Jew  mevitably harder hit 
than his non-Jewrsh neighbour. Study 
is SO highly pransed among our people 

though, alas. not always so readily 
rewarded-—-that we tend to overstudy. 
Ouc Rabbis would not deem that a 
fault, but at the university it is hardly 
4 for 
the widest sense of the word. What 
then do we mean by not studying ” 
it that at a university you gan 
find a socety for almost anything: 
there are college societies and wuniver- 
sity societies: then there are sports of 
all kinds: m the summer the river 
swishes past invitingly:; morning 
coffee. afternoon tea, and evening 
cocoa can be spun out to cover most 
of the day (and might), especially with 
an odd party or two thrown im, every 
now and then there are Commemora- 
tion Balls: there are. too. what one 
call extramural attractions, 
cinemas, theatres, dancing (permitted 
in Cambridec. but officially forbidden 
im Oxford), and of course there is a 
favern in the Town. And from none 
of all these things is a person exclu- 
ded because he is a Jew.

But supposing the particular club in 
which he 1 wmterested meets on a Fri- 
day night. or he ws mvited out to 
coffee on a Saturday morning, or an 
excursion = arranged on a day that 
happens to be Yomtov”? And what 
about lectures that take place on a 
Saturday morning” And of course 
many college games are played on a 
Saturday. some a long way off I 
make no mennon of the probiems of 
hasthrut. 

What does the Jewish sile offer” 
[here a *ynagogue run by the 
students: meals are available on Fri- 
day might and Saturday, the student 
may be mVrtted to an at-home on 
Saturday and there may. be a study 
group on Friday evening. Bui these 
hardly produce a 100 per cent Shabbat 


atmosphere. There is, too, the lewrsh 
Society. whose mam object usually « 
to bring down tig names to give talks 
on interesting subjects of gencral Jew- 
mh interest m the hope that the son- 
conscious Jew might be encouraged 
to mix with his corchigionmts. All of 
this is and must be voluntary and the 
Jewssh Society must hunt bor mem- 
bers as do all other societies, and even 
Sam Cohen may say he has other 
things to do on Shabbat 

Another and special problem i the 
question of male-female frendship. 
There may be forty or fifty Jewish 
giris m the university, but less than 
half may acknowledge thew Jewnsh- 
ness, leaving perhaps one girl to five 
or sit chaps tor ladies and gentiemen, 
umiversHy parlance). 

All Types 

We must bear m mind, too, that 
our Jewnsh student population will 
include all types—frummer vidden as 
well as chaverim of Hashomer Hat- 
zair, Orthodox Mancunmns and 
bittered exiles. people with a good 
Jewish background and those with no 
Jewish background, and also the pub- 
lic-school Jew, who usually already 
highly assimilated 

Can we expect them to put ludanm 
first or must we allow them to assimr 
late and perhaps be lost to us for 
ever’ For that frequently happens 
intellectuals are seldom reliious, they 
are too set on rational explanations 
And so the oiajornty of Jewish 
students are not religious, many take 
a keen interest in the soceety purely 
from an intellectual of wew 
many more have no contact whats 
ever, some see the opening of a un 
versity career as an untying of the 
honds of Judaism. Few realwe that 
the opportunities given at the univer 
sities must help to foster a tlve 
Judaism. must help to produce the 
leaders of the Jewnh people Jews 
have always prided themselves on 
their education. ht must not be said 
that the most highly educated are no 
longer Jews. A Jew must be strongly 
Jewrssh to oppose the strong and

VER since Israel became a reality

The formation on a sound basis of 
the Jewish State provoked a veritable 
crisis in the Z.0.A. Like a great army 
which has conquered a country, after 
many battles. over many years, with 
a variety of allies, the Z.0.A. does 
not quite know what to do with itself 
in the simplicity of peace. Shall i 
demobilise. its mission accomplished, 
or shall it keep its ranks intact and 
turn towards other enterprises, enter- 
prises of peace? And if the latter. 
what exactly shall its new tasks con- 
sist of ? 


“ After Israel” Programme 


Rejecting the suggestions, both from 
within and without the Organisation. 
that perhaps it would do best to dis- 
band at the moment of triumph, the 
7.0.A. has been concentrating its 
energies on developing a programme 
After Israel.” A main pot im this 
programme has been a new emphasis 
on its réle in the United States. 

Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver has sweep- 
ingly declared that “ American Jewrsh 
life will have to be reorganised, and I

* Unfortunately, there does not seem 


to be much possibility of co-operation. 


hetween Zionmsts and non-Zionists on 
the question of Jewsh education. 
Non-Zionists do not want their child- 
ren to regard themselves as living in 
diaspora in America.” 

As for Hebrew, some Zionist zealots 
would require every Jew-—and failing 
that, certainly every  Zionist-——to 
acquire the language. In a recent issue 
of the New. Paestine,. the official 


publication of the 2.0.A., Abraham 


Regelson suggested that “ henceforth 
no salaried position im the 7.0.A. he 
given ta people ignorant of Hebrew.”

“Elephantine™” Manoeuvres 


Much of the 7.0.A.'s meptness im 
affairs outside its traditional réle is 
due to mexperience. as some of 
its leaders have been the first to 
recognjse. But one of the 
most valuable asseis m the past has 
been the missionary zeal with which 
the Z7.0.A. farthfully conducted its

RABBI HARRIS SWIFT 
Reasons for Resignation

The historic functions of the San- 
hedrin are: (a) to give an authoritative 
ruling on what the Din Torah ws (sce 
last week's Sidra, Deut. xvu, vv. 3-13); 
(b) to promulgate laws to ensure that the 
Torah is ecflectively observed (“a fence 
about the Torah"); and (c) to educate 
the public in an appreciation of their 
high calling as the people of God. In 
our present circumstances, the last of 
these is the mast important

JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 
IN LEEDS 


Small Number of Jewish 
Offenders

Six.—The attention of the Leeds Area 
Defence Committee has been drawn to a 
report, in a recent issue of Tue Jewisn 
CHRONICLE, upon juvenile delinguency in 
Leeds.

The Position in Oxford 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


helpful spirit animates 
the letter you print from Rabbi Carile- 


sidering this question. 
Speaking solely for Oxford it can be 
said that there exists a flourishing Jewish 
society holding regular meetings and 
viding communal meals for its members 
after the Sabbath services. These services 
are held in the synagogue which ts jointly 
run by undergraduates and the local 
community, and there is a special 
Friday evening service for members of 
the University. Besides this there are 
the continuous and invaluable efforts of 
Dr. and Mrs. Cecil Roth and of other 
lecturers to provide a Jewish milieu 
for students, and there are other cor- 
porate and individual activities such as 
study circles and Hebrew lectures. 

Where Jewish life is weakest at Oxford 
is in the lack of regular provision of 
kasher food. The need could be effec- 
tively met by the institution of a canteen 
«0 provide one good kasher meal every 
day throughout the week. This more 
than anything else would require out- 
wde assistance, 

From the above brief account your 
readers may be able to draw their own 
conclusions as to what might help to 
improve Jewish life at one of the older 
Universities. It is probable, however, 
that if anyone going up to Oxford in 
recent years has failed to maintain his 
former Jewlsh standards, the causes for 
chis failure ate independent of the place 
where it occurred.

Rabbi Carlebach regrets the neglect of 
spiritual welfare at the two ancient uni- 
versities in particular, and calls for the 
appointment of a joint Chaplain. I can- 
not answer for “the other place,” but 
some pertinent comments on the position 
at Oxford may prevent further emotional 
correspondence which completely ignores 
the facts ' 

First. it is true. that the immediate 
appointment of a successor to the Rev. 
J}. Weinberg. who left Oxford last year 
for South Africa, had necessarily to be 
deferred until a suitable house could be 
purchased. Accommodation is now avaii- 
able advertisements have recently 
appeared in your columns, and it 1s 
hoped tha: a full-tume Minister will soon 
be in res.dence. 

Bul, in the meantime, religious ser- 
veces and education have been continued. 
During term, the students themselves 
contro! the services, and the congrega- 
ion ndeed, indebted to many of 
them. notably the Rev. A. M. Miller. for 
the lessional manner in which these 
“Tvices and recent marriage Ceremonies, 
nave been conducted.

Sausage and Tomato Pie 


Sausages. 4 Ib.; 
gravy, 4+ teacup: dripping, 
onions; mashed potatoes. 

Pour boiling water over the sausages, 
leave for 2 or 3 minutes, then drain. Skin 
and slice the tomatoes. Peel and slice the 
onions and fry in the dripping ull golden 
brown. Put the tomatoes and onions in 
a baking dish, and season with sak and 


pepper. Cur the sausages in halves; lay 
them on top, and pour over the gravy. 
Cover with mashed potato, dot wih 


dripping, and bake in a moderate oven 


abour SO minutes. 


Rice and Tomatoes au Gratin 


Tomatoes, 4} !b.: rice, 3 oz.; milk, 
pt.> grated cheese, 2 margarine, 
I OZ., Sau. pepper. brown crumbs 

CooKk the rice in boiling water for 15 
minutes, then strain off the water, pour 
in the milk, season wih salt-and pepper, 
and simmer gentiy for another 10 muin- 
utes. Skin and slice the tomatoes. Grease 
a fireproof dish, put in a layer of the 
rice and milk, sprinkle with grated 
cheese: then a laver of sliced tomatoes; 
continue che layers. and finish with grated 
cheese and brown crumbs, dot with mar- 
garinc, and bake in a quick oven till 
nicely browned. 


Tomato and Onion Pie with Poached 


Siice 4 Ib. onions thinly, and fry till 
golden brown. Grease an oven dish and 
fill with alternate layers of skinned and 
sliced tomatoes and fried onion. Season 
each layer with salt and pepper, and 
sprinkle with breadcrumbs.. Sprinkle the 
top laver thickly with breadcrumbs, and 


oven for about 50 minutes, and serve with 
poarc hed OF il ed on top. 

If preterred, this can be cooked in 
individual dishes. 


‘Haddock and Tomatoes en Casserole 


Prace a smoked haddock in a flat tin. 
cover with cold water and bring to the 
hot! Pour off the water, remove the 
skin, and cut the haddock into con- 
venien-sized pieces for serving. Grease 
a casserole. put in half the fish. and cover 
with a laver of skinned and sliced toma- 
toes. dot with margarine. add the remain-
